Army Opposes Readjusted Rank Dates 
For JAGC Officers; “Undesirable” Says Sec’y 


RRMY Secretary Elvis J. Stahr, jr., 

has said “No” to a proposed re- 
adjustment of the dates of rank in tem- 
porary grade of Army JAG Corps offi- 
ers. 

Legislation to accomplish the read- 
justment was introduced in the House 
last January (HR 2937) by Representa- 
tive L. Mendel Rivers (D-SC), second- 
ranking majority member of the House 
Armed Services Committee.

New Policy For Capitol Liaison; 
Service “End Runs” Hampered 


ECRETARY of Defense McNamara 

has taken a major step to centralize 
responsibility for Armed Forces liaison 
with Congress exclusively in his own 
office. 

Concurrently, the Pentagon boss 
moved with dispatch to head off poten- 
tial Congressional criticism in this area. 

Members of the House and Senate will 
want unqualified assurance that the new 
directive will not thwart them in ob- 
taining the views of any Service or any 
member of the Armed Forces on pend- 
ing legislation. Secretary McNamara 
has sought to provide this explicit as- 
surance. 

House Appropriations Committee 
sources told THE JOURNAL that Secretary 
McNamara has written them that the 
new directive is not in any way intend- 
ed to interfere with the normal] rela- 
tionships which have existed between 
the Department of Defense and Con- 
gress in the past. 

The fact of the matter is, however, 
that the new directive—primarily by 
what it does not say—will change the 
pattern of Armed Forces legislative 
liaison, 

One major change is the elimination 
of the authority which has been held by 
the Assistant Secretary of Defense 


(Comptroller) to maintain independent 
legislative liaison activities in the area

SecDet McNamara Surveys Build-Up Results; Hails Georgia Chairmen; 
Their Efforts For Service Pay Justice Cited As Vital To Morale 


ECRETARY of Defense McNamara 
has assessed the build-up of U.S. 
Fighting Forces, and has coupled this 
authoritative review with a declaration 
that “the effectiveness of our Armed 
Forces depends in the last analysis on the 
character and morale of the dedicated 
men and women who wear the uniform.” 
The Pentagon chief made these re- 
marks at a testimonial dinner in Atlanta 
on 11 November in honor of Chairmen 
Carl Vinson and Richard B. Russell of 
the House and Senate Armed Services 
Committees, 

“Maintaining the morale of our Service 
men and women is a concern that Senator 
Russell and Congressman Vinson have 
ong felt, and a cause that they have al- 


ways championed,” Secretary McNamara 
said. “I am aware, as I am sure many of 
you are, of the role both of these gentle- 
men played in providing adequate bene- 
fits for men in active service, for their 
dependents, and for their survivors. 

“IT am aware of their efforts,” Secretary 
McNamara declared, “to see to it that 
service pay should keep pace with the 
rising cost of living.” 

Herewith is the complete text of the 
major statement on U.S. military policies 
as delivered by Secretary McNamara at 
the Vinson-Russell Testimonial. 


S the newest pupil in the Russell-Vin- 
son school for Secretaries of Defense 
—a school that goes back long before the 


Department of Defense was invented— 
I am particularly honored to be asked to 
speak to you this evening. 

Each of us has his personal reasons for 
feeling the admiration and affection for 
Senator Russell and Congressman Vin- 
son that have brought us all here to- 
gether.. My own reasons are based on my 
experience when I first came to Washing- 
ton. As every newcomer soon discovers, 
the common coin of Washington is ad- 
vice, but the rarest commodity is wise 
counsel. I have been fortunate enough 
to receive such counsel from the two men 
whose combined experience covers al- 
most three-quarters of a century. 

I know that to them I was only the 
latest in a long series of Secretaries whom 


they have counseled through two wars 
and a so-called police action. Their ex- 
perience spans the period from the Jenny 
to the X-15 and from the Springfield rifle 
to the M-14. 

The Military Establishment has 
changed a good deal since 1917, when 
Mr, Vinson first sat on the old Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, and even since 1933, 
when Senator Russell first joined the 
Armed Services Committee. But these 
two men have remained constant in their 
fundamental principles. They have in- 
sisted that the United States must be 
strong enough to defend our national 
interests, wherever those interests may 
be threatened in any part of the globe.

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Pentagon Issues New Directive On Basic Research Support 


ECRETARY of Defense .McNamara 

has issued a new directive clarify- 
ing the administration and support of 
basic research by the Armed Forces. 

The directive includes statements that 
free and effective communication among 
scientists is important to basic research 
and that favorable consideration should 
be given to independent basic research 
in the administration of 
the provisions of The Se 
Armed Services Procure- S 
ment Regulation which 
relate to the allow- 
ability of a  contract- 
or’s independent research 
under certain DOD con- 
tracts.

SERVICE PEOPLE BENEFIT: 
Here Are Details 
On N. Y. State Tax 


State Tax Commissioner Joseph H. 
Murphy has announced details of the 
Military Pay Exemption Bill passed by 
the recent extraordinary session of the 
New York Legislature and signed into 
law by Governor Rockefeller. 

The new law will result in no State 
tax liability on their military pay for 
about 75% of an estimated 200,000 New 
York State residents who are in the 
Armed Forces. It will also benefit thou- 
sands of others who have been or will 
be called to active military duty as mem- 
bers of National Guard and organized 
reserve units during the latter part of 
1961. 

Under the new law, military pay for 
active service in the U. S. Armed Forces 
up to $100 a month is exempt from 
New York State income taxes. 





This exemption applies to military pay 
received on or after 1 October, 1961, and 
before 30 June, 1963, or the date on 
which no reserve component unit 
originally called to duty from this State 
on or after 1 October, 1961, remains on 
active duty, whichever occurrs first. 

The full monthly exemption of $100 
is allowed for each month during any 
part of which the individual is engaged 
in full-time active military service. Since 
the law is effective 1 October, 1961, the 
maximum exemption allowable for the 
calendar year 1961 is $300. 

Persons entitled to this new military 
pay exemption should request Form IT- 
201-MS from the New York State Income 
Tax Bureau, Albany 1, N. Y., or from 
any district office of the Department of 
Taxation and Finance. They should at- 
tach this form to their returns at the 
time of filing them.

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Admiral Burke Calls For Work And Will 


The only way to ensure that 
munism will be merely a passing phase 
in history is to out-perform them, Ad- 
miral Arleigh Burke, USN-Ret., told the 
National Security Industrial Association 
in Washington, D. C.

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Pentagon Hits Service Medical Academy; Fears Dr. “Segregation” 


HE Defense Department has rejected 

a multi-million dollar proposal to 
create a military medical academy. 

Legislation to establish the school was 
introduced in the House last February 
by Representative F. Edward Hébert 
(La), fourth-ranking Democrat on the 
House Armed Services Committee. He 
said at the time that if the Services “are 
to have three great academies where 
youths are trained to kill, we should 
at least have one place where they are 
trained to save lives.” 

After considering the proposal for 
nine months, the Pentagon now has ad- | 
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vised the Commitee that it “cannot sup- 
port” the plan. Such a school would 
“segregate” military doctors and dentists 
from their colleagues in private practice, 
the Defense Department says, and could 
result in “unfortunate” professional iso- 
lation of Armed Forces medical officers. 

The Armed Forces Medical Academy, 
under the terms of the Hébert bill (HR 
4247), was to be located in the Washing- 
ton, D. C., area to train between 475 
and 850 students for service as doctors, 
dentists and allied scientists with the 
Armed Forces. Graduates would have 
been required to serve a minimum of 





seven years in uniform. 

Congressman Hébert said the proposal 
had the “full and complete cooperation 
and support” of Chairman Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga) of the House Committee.

President Kennedy twice over the week expressed his determination 
to keep the United States strong militarily. In an Armistice Day address 
at the Tomb of the Unknowns he asserted that “There is no way to 
maintain the frontiers of freedom without cost and commitment and 
risk,” and “In the end, the only way to maintain the peace is to be 
prepared in the final extreme to fight for our country and to mean it.” 

Earlier, at his press conference the President recalled that since 
coming into office he has made requests for $6 billion in additional 
defense funds and that he will ask for an increased defense budget next 
year. 

These acts and statements should convince the Communist world 
that the United States is in earnest about the defense of freedom. The 
ability and the will to fight is the surest way to peace. 


Secretary McNamara Talks of Pay and Morale 


We are happy that Defense Secretary McNamara in his address 
at the Vinson-Russell testimonial dinner (full text starts on the first 
page of this issue) carries forward the new recognition and concern 
with Service morale which was first expressed in his new program for 
revitalizing the Services’ “in house’ research capabilities. 

In his Atlanta address, Secretary McNamara not only expressed his 
“view that the effectiveness of our Armed Forces depends in the last 
analysis on the character and morale of the dedicated men and women 
who wear the uniform’ but he also, for the first time, mentioned the 
Committee Chairmen’s efforts ‘‘to see to it that Service pay should keep 
pace with the rising cost of living.” 

We hope this is a forerunner of greater activity by the Defense 
Department in the next Congress in urging and supporting the enactment 
of measures, such as the equalization of retired pay, which contribute 
to the building and strengthening of Service morale. With such support, 
the outlook would be considerably brighter. 


Defense Supply Agency Concerned About People 


It is hardly surprising that most of the information which has been 
released concerning the new Defense Supply Agency, established by Sec- 
retary of Defense McNamara and commanded by Lt. Gen. Andrew T. Mc- 
Namara, USA, has had a fiscal focus. The Agency initially will be re- 
sponsible for annual procurement of more than $2.5 billion, and will con- 
trol an inventory that could reach a total value of $20 million. 

But Armed Forces members will be quick to recognize the long-term 
significance of the action taken by Secretary McNamara and General 
McNamara to place an early emphasis on people. As was reported in last 
week’s issue of THE JOURNAL, the DSA Charter provides for “integrated 
career opportunities’? among officer, enlisted and civilian employees. This 
is an indication that DSA, from the outset, recognizes that its success 
or failure will depend upon the quality of people it can attract and retain. 

Secretary McNamara and General McNamara have done much to 
strengthen the fledgling Agency by their actions on the personnel front. 


Basic Research—The Key To Future Security 


Basic research is the means by which we replenish the storehouse 
of knowledge for the development of new projects. Therefore, it is essen- 
tial that continual attention and long range planning be given to it. That 
is why the Defense Department’s new directive providing for the admin- 
istration and support of basic research (text on page 3) is so important. 

Because basic research is the quest, not for particular ends, but of 
knowledge for knowledge sake, it has not always been easy to secure 
administrative and financial support for it. The very practical late former 
Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson, for example, was not enthusiastic 


over basic research, saying that he didn’t care for the Pentagon to spon- 
sor research to find out what made potatoes brown. Yet basic research 
is the root of all technological progress for it supplies the facts which 
open new fields for development. 

The new DoD directive is a logical follow-up of the program for the 
revitalization of “in house’ research by the Services themselves (THE 
JOURNAL, 28 October). Together, the two steps—revitalization and the 
laying down of a program for its support—indicate that Secretary Mc- 
Namara is determined that we shall devote our best efforts to wrest from 
the unknown the facts necessary to assure our safety and defense in 





future years.

A Plan For Revised 
Retirement Rules 


® As a subscriber to your publica- 
tion, I have enjoyed tremendously the 
“Letters to the Editor’ column, I be- 
lieve that the ideas and concepts ex- 
pressed in those letters often form the 
basis for action on the part of the 
Armed Forces. Up to this time, I have 
denied myself the pleasure of writing 
to you. However, I feel so strongly 
about one idea that I have put it on 
paper in the hope that, if the idea has 
merit, it will fall on fertile ground. 

To put it bluntly, I am concerned 
with what lies ahead for the Regular 
Army Officer who, not having been 
promoted to Brigadier General, is 
faced with retirement and the prospect 
of seeking employment after 30 years 
of service at an age somewhere be- 
tween ages 51 through 60. (What I 
have to say applies with equal force 
to the Regular Navy and the Air 
Force, as well as those National Guard 
or Reserve Officers who, after 30 years 
of active duty, still desire to remain 
in the Military Establishment.) 

The selection of this retirement age 
was one, determined after study by 
the Department of Defense and by the 
Congress. It is designed to permit the 
promotion of deserving younger off- 
cers to the higher grades, by forcing 
the retirement of Colonels who have 
not been advanced to General Officer 
status, It further operates to attract 
young men into the Officer Corps and 
to provide them with incentives and 
opportunities which will keep them in

New Marine Air Strength 


Marine Aircraft Group 31 has been 
reactivated at MCAS Beaufort, S. C., 
under Lt. Col. Howard L, Walter. 

It was decommissioned after WWII 
service in the Pacific, reactivated dur- 
ing the Korean War, and deactivated 
again in 1958, 
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PRESIDENT KENNEDY, within the next sev- 
eral weeks, may designate a new Army Vice 
CofS. General Clyde D. Eddleman retires in 
January. Many Army people are hopeful that 
Secretary Elvis J. Stahr, and Secretary of De- 
fense McNamara will recommend a successor to 
the Chief Executive momentarily. Early an- 
nouncement of a new Vice CofS, it is explained, 
would provide the new man with an oppor- 
tunity to make inspection trips and prepare for 
Congressional hearings before officially assum- 
ing office. 


THE DELAY IN DESIGNATING a successor 
to General Eddleman—the new Vice CofS could 
well be named CofS next year when General 
George H. Decker is due to retire—undoubtedly 
is related to the pending Army Reorganization. 
The Army, looking to ’62, can anticipate a new 
Vice CofS, a new CofS, a revised division struc- 
ture, and a major organizational overhaul. 


A TOUGHER POLICY on the use of non- 
scheduled aircraft for troop movements within 
the ZI was in the making at the Pentagon this 
week. It’s the aftermath of the tragic accident 
near Richmond, Va., in which 74 soldier recruits 
lost their lives en route to Ft. Jackson, S. C. 


THERE IS A STRONG FEELING in the Serv- 
ices—and the Richmond crash has created new 
supporters—that MATS should be given re- 
sponsibility for military passenger contro] move- 
ments by air within the U.S., just as it has on 
oversea flights. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA’S new directive on 
legislative liaison (see Page 1) apparently will 
concentrate at the DoD level full responsibility 
for arranging overseas visits by Senators and 
Representatives to U. S. military installations. 
Heretofore, the individual Services have had a 
big hand in such arrangements. 


SERVICE PEOPLE WILL WATCH anx‘ous- 
ly how DoD executes legislative responsibilities 
in the manpower legislation field. The history of 
recent years is that such measures often have 
suffered because of DoD control, rather than a 
clear-cut delegation of responsibility to one or 
more Services. Several examples: despite Presi- 
dential endorsement and widespread Congres- 
sional support, DoD made only feeble efforts to 
gain approval for retired pay equalization. Al- 
though Congress voted increased per diem rates 
for Federal civilian employees, DoD was unable 
to obtain the same treatment for people in 
uniform. 


AT THE ATLANTA DINNER honoring the 
House and Senate Armed Services Committee 
Chairmen—Representative Carl Vinson and Sen- 
ator Richard B. Russell—Secretary McNamara’s 
praise for the two legislators (see page one) was 
returned with interest. Chairman Vinson called 
the Pentagon chief “a man of genius” and said 
he can “recall no man, from 1914 to this Armi- 
stice Day of 1961, who has brought so swiftly, 
so surely, so confidently and ably, incisive lead- 
ership to our defense forces as has Secretary 
McNamara.” 


THE GOODWILL which Secretary McNamara 
has built with Chairman Vinson and Russell 
is of great importance in the light of major 
changes which the Pentagon boss is making in 
the organizatiou of the Armed Forces. Thus far, 
the Armed Services Committee Chairmen, who 
in the past have resisted centralization of au- 
thority, have supported Secretary McNamara’s 
actions, or at least have withheld their power- 
ful opposition. 


SOME AF FAMILIES will be permitted to 
travel to and from overseas stations by ship, 
beginning in January. Heretofore, all AF move- 
ments have been made by air. 
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NATIONAL GUARD ESTEEM for General 
Curtis E. LeMay, which has soared from a low 
point during his service as Vice CofS, has been 
strengthened by his inspection visit to Air Na- 
tional Guard units deployed to Europe. General 
LeMay, no person to toss compliments about 
lightly, has saluted the ANG and TAC for a 
movemerit that was “executed in an orderly, 
efficiently, and professional way .. . All obsta- 
cles,” said General LeMay, “were overcome by 
ingenuity and determination in spite of the ex- 
tremely short preparation time available.” All 
military men—Regulars and Reserve Forces 
members—like to hear when they have done a 
good job. 


THE OVERSEAS DEPLOYMENT of the Air 
National Guard units will mean less of a 
morale problem for the Air Force than that 
which confronts the Army with thousands of 
Guardsmen and Reservists stationed in the ZI. 
It may seem strange to those unfamiliar with 
the Reserve Forces, but the fact of the matter 
is that the prevailing attitude among Reserve 
and National Guard units is that if it’s neces- 
sary to call them to duty, they would prefer 
“front-line” service overseas. 


ARMY MUTUAL AID Association, a non- 
profit organization which has provided insur- 
ance and service to Army officers since 1879, 
will increase benefits effective in January. Mem- 
bers will be able to acquire a maximum of $9,000 
of coverage instead of the previous limitation 
of $6,000. Eligibility for the additional insur- 
ance is the same as eligibility for initial mem- 
bership in the association. In addition, the Army 
Mutual will guarantee a 1/6 increase in the 
face amount of its certificates after they have 
been in effect for three years. This means three 
years after each membership certificate has been 
in effect, a member can be assured his bene- 
ficiary will receive $10,500 instead of $9,000. 
$7,000 instead of $6,000 or $3,500 instead of 
$3,000. The additional death benefit or termi- 
nal dividend which has been paid since 1956 
will continue in a reduced amount so the pay- 
ments to beneficiaries in 1962 are expected 
to be $7,500 and $3,750 respectively, based on 
certificates presently in force. A third major 
modification authorizes the cash surrender of 
Army Mutual certificates by members who are 
still in active military service. 


MAJ. GEN. ROBERT S. MOORE, USA-Ret., 
who for years has served as Special Assistant 
to the Assistant Secretary of Defense (Comp- 
troller), responsible for budgetary legislative 
liaison, is likely to return to retired status as a 
result of the new legislative directive. The new 
policy unless amended, will curtail his direct 
contacts with the Appropriations Committees, 
where he is immensely popular. 


THE ARMY HAS RENAMED the Ordnance 
Field Safety Office at Charlestown, Ind., as the 
Ordnance Safety Agency. Under command of 
Col. Richard H. Peters, the Agency is respon- 
sible for safety activities at 92 Ordnance in- 
stallations and 125 privately-owned plants that 
have Army contracts. Among its missions: 
nuclear weapons safety. 


RCAF SQUADRON 446 Surface-to-Air-Missile 
is undergoing Bomarc training at Hulburt 
Field, Fla., and will graduate 22 December. 
Then, the Canadian unit, under Wing Cdr. 
Arthur G. Lawrence, will man the first RCAF 
Bomarc launch site at North Bav. A second 
base will be located at La Macaza. Quebec. 
The North Bay site will have 28 missiles. 


SOME UNITED GIVER FUND campaigns 
across the country are reporting difficulties in 
meeting their goals. Not so in Orange Country, 
Fla., where an active dutv military man. Maj. 
Gen. Clifford H. Rees, USAF, was Chairman. 
General Rees, who commands the MATS Air 
Photographic & Charting Service, directed a 
$525,127 campaign, which went over the top by 
7%. Col. J. M. Shelley of TAC’s 4504th Tactical 
Missile Wing at Orlando AFB. Fla., was mili- 
tary co-chairman. Orlando AFB surpassed its 
goal by 60% and nearby McCoy AFB collected 
110% of its goal. 


SOME ARMY PEOPLE CONTEND that the 
Army, rather than the Air Force, should have 
been designated to provide air training in Viet 
Nam. The Army partisans make the point that 
their light, “low performance” aircraft are ad- 
mirably suited for jungle warfare. It would ap- 
pear, however, that the AF leadership saw the 
need for a job to be done, and moved to train 
people for missions at the call of the JCS. 


IT’S SURPRISING ALSO to officers at the 
Army Aviation Center, Ft. Rucker, Ala., that 
no moves have been made to employ organic 
Army Aircraft with Special Forces units. Gen- 
eral LeMay of the AF is said to be strongly 
in favor of “marrying” the capabilities of air- 
craft with Special Forces type people. The Ma- 
rines, of course, can accomplish such a marriage 
on a single Service basis. 


NOBEL PRIZE WINNER Robert Hofstadter, 
Professor of Physics at Stanford University, has 
been conducting the research since 1951 which 
won him the award in a joint program supported 
at Stanford by the Navy, the AEC, and the AF 
Office of Aerospace Research. Construction at 
Stanford of the huge 300-foot long, high energy 
linear accelerator which provided the electrons 
for Professor Hofstadter’s measurements of 
atomic nuclei and nucleons, was initiated in 1946 
by the Office of Naval Research. ONR admin- 
isters the continuing program. Funds for the 
completion of the accelerator, which was for 
years the largest linear accelerator in the world, 
were alzo provided by the AEC and the AF Office 
of Aerospace Research. Professor Hofstadter’s 
experiments have provided the first direct meas- 
urements of the size and structure of atomic 
nucleons (protons and neutrons) and have con- 
tributed considerably to a deeper understanding 
of the basic forces of nature. 


A NEW AF AERO CLUB MANUAL has been 
published. Officially designated as AFM 34-14, 
it covers the entire range of activities of scores 
of Aero Clubs in the U. S. and overseas. The 
Manual says of their value: “Aero clubs stimu- 
late interest in aviation; provide authorized 
personnel the opportunity to engage in recrea- 
tional flying, encourage and develop skills in 
aeronautics, navigation, mechanics, and relate 
aero sciences useful to the Air Force mission; 
keep personnel gainfully occupied during leisure 
hours; and help capture the interest of the 
youth of America in the aero space field.” 


THE COAST GUARD is seeking applications 
for the next two convening OCS. Vacancies 
exist for the classes which will convene in Feb- 
ruary and September of 1962 at the Coast Guard 
Reserve Training Center in Yorktown, Va. Ap- 
plicants must be 21-26, possess a baccalureate 
degree from a recognized college or university 
or expect to receive their degree prior to the 
date the OCS class convenes. 


GENERAL CHUNG HEE PARK, Chairman 
of the ROK Supreme Council for National Re- 
construction, visiting in the U. S. this week, 
is a 44 year old graduate (’53) of the advanced 
course at the U. S. Army Artillery School, Ft.

Secretary McNamara 
did say the Department 
is pursuing “the need 
for legislation in a few 
additional areas,” but he 
gave no indication as to 
what these “additional 
areas” are. 

At least four propos- 
als which former Secre- 
tary of Defense Thomas 
S. Gates, jr., included in 
his final legislative pro- 
gram were not included 
in Secretary McNa- 
mara’s wrap-up. These 
were proposals to over- 
haul the discriminatory 
dual-employment, dual- 
compensation laws, 
establish a uniform ra- 
tion for the Armed 
Forces, provide repre- 
sentation allowances for 
mil.tary mission per- 
sonnel, and quarters al- 
lowances for Navy en- 
listed men. 

Responsibility for pre- 
senting the dual-pay 
overhaul to Congress 
rests with the Civil 
Service Commission 
(where legislation has 
been drafted). Unlike 
his predecessor, Secre- 
tary McNamara failed 
to cite DoD support for 
the plan in his message 
to Budget Director 
David E. Bell. 

The “uniform ration” 
proposal which former 
Secretary Gates in- 
cluded in the list of 
draft measures to be 
sent to the 87th Con- 
gress, dropped com- 
pletely from sight. 
When Chairman George 
H. Mahon (D-Tex) of 
the House Military Ap- 
propriations Subcom- 
mittee inquired early 
this year about efforts 
to unify the ration, the 
Pentagon explained that 
the problem has been 
“under study” for the 
past 10 years, Chairman 
Mahon observed caus- 
tically that it would not 
be wise to act “too hasti- 
ly” in achieving a solu- 
tion. 

Representation allow- 
ances for military mis- 
sion personnel (first 
submitted to the Budget

Alert pay for SAC 
crews, family separation 
allowances, a_ variable 
reenlistment bonus and 
technical competence 
pay for officers with 
special skills also were 
“under study” at the 
Pentagon earlier in the 
year, but no legislative 
proposals have yet been 
sanctioned, 

The alert pay sugges- 
tion has been kicking 
around for several 
years and has had the 
strong backing of Gen- 
eral Thomas S. Power, 
SAC CinC. Technical 
competence pay (in 
amounts of $100, $200 
and $300 per month) 
would go to military sci- 
entists and engineers. 
The variable reenlist- 
ment bonus would be 
scaled to fit particular 
skills in the enlisted 
ranks. 

It is noteworthy that 
nothing more has been 
heard of the Pentagon 
task force recommenda- 
tion that Service pay 
should be related to the 
national economy 
through the establish- 
ment of a Military Pay 
Index. Under this pro- 
posal, the Labor Depart- 
ment would be “re- 
quested to develop a 
valid index for relating 
military basic pay to the 
trends of wages and sal- 
aries in industry.” The 
pay-study group said the 
military compensation 
system should “provide 
compensation levels 
which are reasonably 
comparable to those 
paid people outside the 
military service occupy- 
ing positions requiring 
similar skills and _ re- 
sponsibilities.”’ 

If any or all of the 
pay proposals, including 
the recommended in- 
crease in quarters al- 
lowances, are to be pur- 
sued by the Defense De- 
partment, they likely 
would be accorded a 
warmer reception dur- 
ing the coming session 
of Congress (an election 
year) than they might 
receive if sent to Capi- 
tol Hill in 1963. If de- 
layed until next year, 
enactment might not 
come before 1964. 

The second session of 
the 87th Congress could 
be short, however, and 
the Defense Department 
may have decided to 
hold up on new pro- 
posals in the hope of 
winning faster action 
on the complex Bolté 
legislation to unify ca- 
reer officer management 
practices, 

Whatever the reason, 
there is not much new 
legislation in the 1962 
Pentagon package, some 
of the old has been 
downgraded, and some 
has been left out en- 
tirely.

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Bell Aerosystems Develops Zero Gravity 
Belt For Space Vehicle Crewmen 


JET propelled flying belt to enable 
A spacemen to leave their orbiting 
vehicles in order to perform inspection, 
repair and assembly tasks is being de- 
veloped by Textron’s Bell Aerosystems 
Company, Buffalo. 

Called a Zero Gravity Belt, the device 
is designed to permit a wearer to maneu- 
ver his otherwise helpless body during 
the periods of weightlessness which will 
be experienced by space vehicle crew 
members orbiting the earth and other 
planets. 

Bell engineers and members of the Air 
Force Aero-Space Medical Laboratory 
have made 81 test flights with an experi- 
mental model of the device. The belt was 
flown in the padded interior of an Air 
Force C-131 during brief periods of 
weightlessness achieved by flying the air- 
craft through an arcing trajectory (pa- 
rabola) at high speed. Test personnel 
performed a variety of maneuvers to 
prove the feasibility of the Zero Gravity 
Belt concept. 

Ralph E. Flexman, Bell scientist who 
directs the belt program, said “the tests 
indicated that a space belt will provide 
the propulsion and control needed to ma- 
neuver man ina weightless environment.” 

Mr. Flexamn explained that man’s role 
in the conquest of space will require him 





to perform inspection, repair and assem- | 


bly tasks outside the protective walls of 
his space vehicle. 

He said that “an essential tool for space 
repair and construction workers will be 
a compact, reliable propulsion system 
that will enable man to stabilize, posi- 
tion and move his body. Lacking this, he 
will be as helpless as a cork in the 


ocean.” 

Bell undertook its Zero Gravity Belt 
program in 1959. The current expeimental 
device, which resembles a vest of metal 
tubes curved to fit about the operator’s 
mid-section, was designed by Wendell F. 


APT. Melvin S. Gardner, Project 

Scientist with the Air Force Sys- 
tems Command’s Behavioral Sciences 
Laboratory, Wright-Patterson AFB, 
Ohio, tests the Zero Gravity Belt on the 
air bearing platform at Textron’s Bell 
Aerosystems Company, The chair is sup- 
ported above a leveled floor by a cushion 
of air to eliminate friction. The facility 
makes it possible to test the belt’s abil- 
ity to maneuver man in a _ horizontal 
plane under conditions simulating those 
that will be experienced by spacemen in 
orbit. 











Moore who also developed Bell’s now 
famous rocket belt for the Army. 

The Zero Gravity Belt consists of a 
stack of metal tubes containing high pres- 
sure nitrogen gas. Thrust is obtained by 
releasing the pressurized gas through 
jets located on hand operated control 
units attached to each side of the belt. 
A mere 20 pounds of thrust is sufficient 
to move a man since his body is weight- 
less. 

Using his hands, the operator exerts 
a force on the spring mounted control 
units and gas escapes through appropri- 
ate jets to produce the desired reactive 
force. For example, if the operator wants 
to move ahead, he pushes both control 
units in that direction and gas is re- 
leased from rear firing jets driving him 
forward. With similar hand manipula- 
tions of the contro! units, he actuates 
gas jets which will move him backward, 
up, down, sideways, or spin him about 
each of three body axes. 

Based on the tests of its experimental 
device, Bell has begun to develop a more 
advanced Zero Gravity Belt for actual use 
in space,

the Corps. With this decision, I have 
no quarrel. 

I do dissent, emphatically, with the 
decision to terminate completely the 
military careers of skilled, capable, 
and deserving officers who having 
amassed a vast store of knowledge 
and developed the techniques desired 
by the Department of Defense, should 
be given further opportunities to im- 
part that knowledge and those tech- 
niques to their juniors. 

My proposal is a simple one. When 
an officer in the Regular Establish- 
ment becomes ready to retire, his rec- 
ord should be scanned by a review 
board and a determination made as to 
whether he is deserving of retention 
in the Service. If it is so determined, 
he should be asked: (a)—to indicate 
his desire to continue on active duty 
for an additional five years; (b)—to 
serve those additional five years in 
the grade he then holds; and (c)—to 
serve those additional five years with 
the knowledge that he is no longer 
eligible for promotion. 

If he states that he will serve, with- 
out promotion, in the grade he then 
holds, for five additional years, he 
should be retired, and immediately re- 
called to active duty. His name should

then be added to a separate list of 
those who have been recalled to duty, 
and who no longer are eligible for 
promotion, and he should not be con- 
sidered as part of the over-all strength 
of the Army (this will require Con- 
gressional action). He should retain 
the pay, the alowances, and the priv- 
ileges of his rank. 

The benefits of this proposal are 
many. It would ensure a continuity of 
service which is lacking in an organ- 
ization in which all but the chosen 
few must leave on or before obtaining 
age 55 (the median between ages 51 
and 60) without hindering the promo- 
tion potential of officers less senior in 
rank. It will make the Services more 
attractive to a larger number of eligi- 
bles by ensuring. continous employ- 
ment until an age when the dubious 
pleasures of retirement become more 
attractive, It will make the length of 
service in the Armed Forces com- 
parable to that in civilian commercial 
and industrial firms whose compulsory 
retirement ages range from 62 up- 
wards. It will make available for use, 
for a longer period of time, a vast 
reservoir of knowledge invaluable to 
the defense of our Country. 

Finally, it will remove that unnat- 
ural distinction between the retired 





Reserve or National Guard officer who 
is eligible for Government service, re- 
gardless of the amount of his pension, 
and the officer of the Regular Estab- 
lishment who cannot serve his Govern- 
ment in any capacity without giving 
up all or a good part of his pension. 
How can this officer be used? He 
can continue to serve where he is or 
he can be ordered, as any other officer, 
to another station, He can serve as an 
instructor in Service schools (many 
officers, on retirement, are selecting 
teaching as a profession) thereby en- 
suring a trained, semi-permanent in- 
structor group, He can be used—and 
this is only a partial listing-—-as an 
Inspector General, as a comptroller, as 
a procurement specialist, as a contract 
administrator, as a storage or main- 
tenance specialist, or as a maintenance 
supervisor. He can be sent overseas 
to serve in depots, logistical com- 
mands, and support elements of the 
combat forces. In times of conflict, the 
demand for him, with his background 
and knowledge, would be overwhelm- 
ing, and instead of being subject to 
recall, with all of its attendant dis- 
orders, he already would be on the 
job.

Michigan Firms Get 
Millions In Contracts 


The Army has awarded five contracts 
to firms in Michigan for production of 
M-60 tanks, tank engines, power pack 
assemblies and trucks. 


Chrysler Corporation, Centerline, was 
awarded a $16.5 million contract for pro- 
duction of the M-60 main battle tank. 
The M-60 is the Army’s newest and most 
powerful medium tank, mounting a 
105mm gun capable of defeating all 
known enemy tanks, 


Continental Motors Corporation, Mus- 
kegon, $3.5 million for production of 
Diesel engines for the M-60 tank. The 
750-horsepower diesel engine provides 
a 250-mile operating range, an increase 
of 30-40 per cent over the range of the 
M-48 tank now in general use, 


Continental Motors Corporation, $4 
million for production of engines and 
power pack assemblies to be used in the 
M-88 tank recovery vehicles and the 
M-60 tanks. 

Ford Motor Company, Dearborn, $10 
million for 5,600 quarter ton trucks (M- 
151). The M-151 was developed as a 
successor to the Jeep. A _ half-million 
miles of testing went into its develop- 
ment program, the most rugged ever 
given a military vehicle, 

Improvements in the M-151 include 
reduced body-frame weight, increased 
mobility, better wheel movement, great- 
er resistance to over-turning, softer 
rides, and lower silhouettes. It weighs 
1,000 pounds when rigged for air drop. 

Work on the quarter ton trucks will 
be done at Ford’s plant in Livonia. 

An $8.25 million contract was also 
awarded by the Army to White Motor 
Corporation of Lansing, Michigan, for 
2,000 M-44 two and a half ton trucks.

tary Training and Service Act to “safe- 
guard” Army Judge Advocates from the 
effect of “command influence” in the 
proper discharge of their legal duties. 
It also was designed to induce quali- 
fied officers to remain on duty with the 
Corps and to attract law school gradu- 
ates into the service. 


When it was subsequently demon- 
strated that the separate promotion list 
had no material bearing on the matter 
of “command influence,” but was retard- 
ing promotions of JAGC officers as com- 
pared to those on the Army promotion 
list, the separate JAG list was repealed 
in August 1954 and the officers were 
transferred back to the Army promotion 
list. The 1954 Act authorized, within 120 
days after the date of enactment, con- 
sideration for promotion of JAGC offi- 
cers to the grade they would have at- 
tained had they been carried on the 
Army list. 

Here are the reasons cited by Sec- 
retary Stahr as to why action to read- 
just the dates of rank of JAGC officers 
is “undesirable”: 


“a. Temporary promotions are made to 
fill the needs of the Active Army. While on 
a separate promotion list, temporary pro- 
motions in the Judge Advocate General’s 
Corps were made to fill the requirements of 
the Corps by grade. Accordingly, some offi- 
cers were promoted later than contempor- 
aries on the Army Promotion List while 
others were promoted earlier. Any addition- 
al promotions at this time beyond these re- 
quirements would thus be at the expense 
of officers on the Army Promotion List 
merely for the sake of keeping promotions 
on separate promotion lists parallel. 


“‘b. Changes in policy and law relating to 
procurement and promotion have created 
other groups of officers who could also claim 
that if the laws or policies had previously 
been as they are now, they would have 
higher rank or earlier dates of rank. There- 
fore, any readjustment for officers of the 
Judge Advocate General's Corps would dis- 
criminate against such groups or would es- 
tablish a precedent for requested reconsid- 
eration on their behalf. 


“ec. Promotions on separate promotion lists 
are not always parallel with promotions on 
the Army Promotion List, and any effort to 
adjust temporary dates of rank for Judge 
Advocate General's Corps officers to make 
them parallel during the period when they 
were On a separate promotion list could give 
rise to applications on similar grounds from 
officers of other separate promotion lists. 


“d. It would be inconsistant to readjust 
the dates of rank of only those Judge Ad- 
vocate General's Corps officers who fell be- 
hind their Army Promotion List contem- 
poraries without taking similar action for 
those who were promoted ahead of their 
contemporaries. 


“e. The laws which established the sepa- 
rate Judge Advocate General’s Corps Pro- 





motion List and later integrated the officers 
of this list into the Army Promotion List 
pertain only-to their regular status and have 
no application to temporary grade. This was 
clearly established both in the law and in 
the House Subcommittee hearing on H. R. 
9000, 83d Congress. During this hearing, the 
specific problem of temporary and perman- 
ent promotions was discussed. It was pointed 
out that the effect of the bill would be to 
give permanent rank in place of the tem- 
porary rank then held by a great many 
Judge Advocate General’s Corps officers. 
Research of Army records reveals no inten- 
tion on the part of the Department of the 
Army to have readjustment of temporary 
dates of rank result from this legislation. 


“f. Any grade readjustment would result 
in many changes in relative seniority both 
within the Judge Advocate General's Corps 
and on the Army Promotion List. Such 
changes would give rise to numerous claims 
of alleged inequities, would cause increased 
dissatisfaction, and would result in addition- 
al claims for grade readjustment.” 


If the Rivers proposal should be enacted 
Secretary Stahr said, these results could be 
expected: 


a. The relative seniority of those officers 
in the Judge Advocate General's Corps would 
be largely reorganized with 42 officers as- 
suming seniority over 28 other officers who 
have ranked them at least since 1948. 


b. Officers whose grades would be re- 
adjusted have been considered for promotion 
to colonel either in a primary zone of con- 
sideration or one or more times for selec- 
tion as outstanding from below the primary 
zone. Those not previously considered with- 
in a primary zone of consideration would 
have to be reconsidered by a duly constituted 
board in comparison with those already 
selected. In addition they would gain seni- 
ority over as few as 1,329 to as many as 
5,135 other officers on the Army Promotion 
List who have ranked them for at least 9 
years, and in most cases even longer. 


c. Similar claims from other groups, both 
on the Army Promotion List and on sepa- 
rate promotion lists, would be difficult to 
deny. If approved on similar grounds, a 
widespread dislocation of relative rank 
among officers in the Army could result. 


d. Claims for payment of back pay could 
also be involved. During the hearings on 
H. R. 9000, 83d Congress, which integrated 
the Judge Advocate General's Corps on the 
Army Promotion List, Congress was _ in- 
formed that no increased costs would result 
from the passage of that bill and this state- 
ment was included in the House Committee 
Report on the bill. Section 9 of the 1954 
Act provided that no retroactive pay or al- 
lowances shall accrue as a result of this 
action. 


The Secretary concluded all of the JAGC 
officers concerned will be in the 1961 or 1962 
zones of consideration for temporary colonel. 
In addition, the 1961 evaluation and selec- 
tion boards have been briefed on the status 
of these JAGC officers, as was accomplished 
for the 1960 boards, to insure that those offi- 
cers not in the primary zone receive due 
consideration.

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Army Orders Millions In Light Copters 
From Bell, Hiller, and Hughes Companies 


HE Army has awarded contracts to three aircraft companies for production 
of test quantities of a new light observation helicopter designed to improve 
modern Army reconnaissance and mobility. 

The companies and the value of their contracts are: Bell Helicopter Company, 
Ft, Worth, Tex.—$5,782,019; Hiller Aircraft Corporation, Palo Alto, Calif—$6,542,375; 
and the Hughes Tool Company, Aircraft Division, Culver City, Calif—$6,352,879. 

Contracts cal] for delivery of five aircraft by each company on a one-per-month 
basis starting in October 1963. 

Aircraft will be subjected to a six-month user evaluation program conducted 
at Ft. Rucker, Ala., following which a single model may be selected for introduc- 
tion into the Army’s inventory. During the evaluation, each aircraft is expected 
to undergo about 600 hours of flight in the process of determining its suitability to 
meet Army requirements. 

Designs submitted by these three companies (the Bell D-250, the Hiller 1100, 
and the Hughes 369) were selected following a recent design competition partici- 
pated in by 12 aircraft companies. All three designs were adjudged as capable of 
meeting the rigid Army specifications for a lightweight, single rotor, four-place 
helicopter which will be reliable, readily air transportable, inexpensive and easy to 
maintain. 

The aircraft will be powered by a 250 horsepower gas turbine engine and have 
an endurance of three hours. With a speed of 110 knots, the new helicopters will 
be faster than the L-19 (Birddog) fixed wing aircraft and the H-13 (Sioux) and 
H-23 (Raven) helicopters, which they are intended eventually to replace in the 
Army’s air fleet. These three aircraft currently carry out the Army’s missions of 
visual observation, target acquisition, reconnaissance and command control. 

The Bell LOH model has been given the Army designation HO-4. The Hiller 
will be known as the HO-5, and the Hughes as the HO-6.

Each officer selected will receive a 
certificate signed by the Air Force Vice 
Chief of Staff, General Frederick H. 
Smith, jr. General Smith’s letter trans- 
mitting these certificates through com- 
mand channels explains that the purpose 
of this special designation is to “identify 
and recognize officers who have demon- 
strated outstanding proficiency in Supply 
duties.” The letter goes on to explain 
that this special recognition is warrant- 
ed by “the critical importance of such 
duties to the combat readiness and eco- 
nomical operation of the Air Force.” 

AFR 36-8, which establishes this pro- 
gram, directs major commanders to in- 
sure that: 

a. Certificates are presented to the re- 
cipients at appropriate ceremonies, nor- 
mally by the senior local commanders. 

b. Copies of the certificates and letters 
of transmittal are placed in the re- 
cipients’ unit, command and master per- 
sonnel records, where they can be con- 
sidered by other selection boards for 
promotion, schools, regular augmenta- 
tion, etc. 

Air Staff personnel stated they hoped 
to have all certificates mailed to major 
commanders before Christmas. Also, no 
major changes are anticipated in the 
program in 1962.

VIL. IMPLEMENTATION 

A. It is the responsibility of the Director 
of Defense Research and Engineering to 
produce, on a continuing basis, a sound 





basic research program through the coordi- 
nation and integration of the elements of | 
the program among the military depart- 
ments and other agencies of the Department 
of Defense authorized to conduct or support 
basic research. 


B. The Department of Defense provides | 
support of basic research by 

1. Support of in-house laboratories. Basic | 
research in laboratories of the Department 
of Defense or in laboratories of other gov- 
ernment agencies, best qualified for such 
work in particular areas, should be en- | 
couraged. 


2. Grants to and contracts with educational 
and non-profit institutions. In situations ap- | 
propriate for grants under the provisions of 
Reference (b), the grant instrument is the | 
preferred method of supporting basic re- 
search by educational and other non-profit | 
institutions. 


3. Contract with industry. Contracts spe- 
cifically for basic research may be made | 
with industrial contractors (including small 
businesses) which have a recognized special 
competence in a given area.

tactical forces with a new capability for battlefield surveillance, are being 
shipped to Army troops in Germany this month. 

The highly portable, front line ground surveillance radar reaches through 
darkness, fog and smoke to pick up and locate enemy soldiers and vehicles. Al- 
though a two man team normally operates the set, it can be set up and operated 


by one man, 


The radar, in its original design was developed by the Army Signal R&D 
Laboratory, Ft. Monmouth, N. J., and Sperry Gyroscope Company, a division of 
Sperry Rand Corporation, Transistorization was accomplished under the direc- 
tion of the Army Signal Materiel Support Agency, Ft. Monmouth, in conjunction 


with the Sperry Company. 


Weighing only 48 pounds, including its tripod mount, less power supply and 
carrying cases, Silent Sentry is the lightest tactical radar for ground surveillance 
to go into production. This is possible through the use of transistors. The tran- 
sistors sharply reduce power requirements and thus make it feasible to use 


batteries. 





The use of batteries gives added security against enemy detection because of 
the silent operation, The radar can also be powered by an engine driven generator 
when tactical conditions permit. 

A well trained operator can not only distinguish men from moving vehicles 
but can also distinguish between a man crawling or walking by interpreting the 
tone of the signal fed to the operator’s headset. Range and direction are read 
from simple dials.

Army Overpowers 


International Shoot 


Seven individual national champion- 
ships fell to Army marksmen and one 
each to Marine and civilian compet- 
itors in the U, S. International Shooting 
Championships now concluded at Ft. 
Benning, Ga. 

Two hundred and thirty-one entries 
were recorded for the nine events in 
which elite marksmen of the nation’s 
military and civilian shooting circles 
competed over courses of fire as seen 
in Olympic and world-level competition. 

SFC Samuel W. Hunter, Army Ad- 
vanced Marksmanship Unit, won the 
International Free Pistol Championship 
while the AAMU’s 1st Lt. Willis D. 
Powell took International Running Deer 
laurels. : 

The International smallbore rifle prone 
crown then fell to 1st Lt. Tommy G. 
Pool, The International smallbore rifle 
three-position event went to the AA- 
MU’s Cpl. Gary L. Anderson. 

The Army was stopped in the Inter- 
national rapid fire pistol event by Ma- 
rine Capt. William B, McMillan, 1960 
Olympic champion, who added the U. S., 
title to his trophy locker. 

The International skeet competition 
saw 1st Lt. James R, Clark heading final 
match bulletins. 

The International Center Fire Match 
trophy was annexed by current U, S. 
pistol champion, the AAMU’s SFC Wil- 
liam B, Blankenship. 

Current world-record holder for the 
International free rifle event at 
meters, Capt. Daniel B, Puckel gave 
the Army its seventh of the nine wins 
on individual ranges by topping all 
competitors, 

The final tilt of the championships 
saw the title for the International Clay 
Pigeon Match snatched from Army 
grasp by Dr. Gordon C. McLaughlin of 
Terre Haute, Ind., member of the U. S. 
1961 International Shooting Team. 

Team matches were split more evenly 
with the Army, Air Force and Marines 
collecting one team crown each, The 
Free Pistol Team Trophy was carried 
back to Lackland AFB, Tex., the Rapid 
Fire Pistol Trophy was taken by a Ma- 
rine squad, and the skeet team champ- 
ionship was picked up by the Army 
team entry. 

Sponsored by the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation the matches, which were the 
first of their type held in this country, 
saw entries from all walks of civilian 
life and military shooters in rank from 
private to brigadier general. 

Match executive for the two-week 
session was Lt, Col. Burton C. Boat- 
right. 
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Secretary McNamara Centralizes Military Congressional Contacts

of budget and finance. 

This independence is now rescinded. 

Henceforth Secretary McNamara’s 
Legislative Assistant, Norman S. Paul, 
will have complete responsibility for all 
legislative liaison. 

The rescinded directive (5105.3, issued 
10 August 1957) declared: 

“The Secretary of Defense regards 
legislative relationships between the De- 
partment of Defense and the Congress 
of the United States and its Commit- 
tees as a prime responsibility both of 
the office of the Secretary of Defense 
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and the Military Departments.” 


The new directive says nothing about 
the responsibilities of the Service Sec- 
retaries. It says that Mr. Paul will “ad- 
vise and assist the Secretary of Defense 
and other officials of the Department 
of Defense on Congressional aspects of 
Department of Defense policies, plans, 
and programs.” Mr, Paul also will “ar- 
range for the designation and appear- 
ance of witnesses from the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense and the Military 
Departments, as appropriate, at Congres- 
sional hearings on Defense matters.” 

The DoD Legislative Assistant is told 





to “maintain active liaison” with the 
Services, as appropriate. He is given 
authority to issue “one-time directive- 
type memoranda to the Services, through 
their Secretaries. 


Secretary McNamara and Mr. Paul, 
during Congressional testimony last 
year, indicated that action would be

The new. directive clearly is in keep- 
ing with that promise.

SUBJECT: Assistant to the Secretary of 
Defense (Legislative Affairs) 

Reference (a) DOD Directive 5105.13) 
‘Responsibilities of the Assistant to the Sew 
retary of Defense (Legislative Affairs),” 
10 August 1957 (hereby cancelled) 

I. GENERAL 

Pursuant to the authority vested in the 
Secretary of Defense under the provisions 
of the National Security Act of 1947, ag 
amended, the Office of the Assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense (Legislative Affairs) is 
hereby established with responsibilities, 
functions, authority and relationships pre- 
scribed below 

II. RESPONSIBILITY 

The Assistant to the Secretary of Defense 


(Legislative Affairs) is the principal staff 
assistant to the Secretary of Defense for 
Department of Defense relations with the 
Congress. 

Ill. FUNCTIONS 


Under the direction, authority and control 
of the Secretary of Defense, the Assistant to 
the Secretary of Defense (Legislative Af- 
fairs) shall perform the following functions: 

A. Advise and assist the Secretary of De 
fense and other officials of the Department 
of Defense on Congressional aspects of De- 
partment of Defense policies, plans, and pro- 
grams 

B. Coordinate Department of Defense ac- 
tions relating to Congressional consideration 
of the legislative program of the Depart- 
ment of Defense. 

C. Coordinate the development, clearance, 
and furnishing of information in response 
to requests received in the Office of the Sec- 
retary of Defense from Members of Congress 


and the Committees of Congress and their 
staffs. 
D. Arrange for the designation and ap- 


pearance of witnesses from the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense and the Military De 
partments, as appropriate, at Congressional 
hearings on Defense matters. 

E. Maintain direct liaison with the Con- 
gress, the Executive Office of the President, 
and other Government agencies with regard 
to legislative investigations and other per- 
tinent matters affecting the relations of the 
Department of Defense with the Congress. 

F. Coordinate arrangements for DOD-sup- 
ported travel for members of the Congress 
and Congressional staffs. 

G. Provide for Department of Defense 
processing of personal security clearances of 
members of Congressional staffs. 

IV. RELATIONSHIPS 

In the performance of his functions, the 
Assistant to the Secretary of Defense (Legis- 
lative Affairs) shall maintain active liaison, 
as appropriate, with Military Departments 
and other Department of Defense offices and 
agencies. 

V. AUTHORITY 

The Assistant to the Secretary of Defense 
(Legislative Affairs), in the course of ex- 
ercising full staff functions, is hereby spe 
cifically delegated authority to: 

A. Issue instructions and one-time direc 
tive-type memoranda, in writing, appropriate 
to carrying out policies approved by the 
Secretary of Defense within-his assigned 
fields of responsibility. Instructions to the 
Military Departments will be issued through 
the Secretaries of those departments or theif 
designees 

B. Obtain such reports, information and 
assistance from the Military Departments 
and other Department of Defense offices and | 
agencies as may be necessary to the perm 
formance of his assigned functions. 

C. Assign responsibility within the Office} 
of the Secretary of Defense to: a. Provide | 
replies to Congressional inquiries: and Bb. 
Provide for witnesses and information for 
Congressional hearings and investigations. 

D. Coordinate Department of Defense par 
ticipation in Congressional hearings and in- 
vestigations where two or more military d& 
partments are involved. 

VI. CANCELLATION 

Reference (a) is hereby superseded and 
cancelled. 

VII. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Directive is effective upon publication.
